WESTERN  DIVISION. 


Water  Supply. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  water  during  the  year  1946.  The  supply  has 
"been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Hilk  Supply. 

Th©  Cowsheds  Jjave  been  inspected  as  frequently  as  possible.  The  Cowsheds  are 
generally  in  good  condition  and  clean,  but  there  is  noon  for  improvement  in  some. 
1  number  of  Cowsheds  require  reconstruction. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage , 

There  lias  been  no  extension  of  sewers  during  the  year.  Various  Parishes  require 

sewering. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  is  in  ojoeration  in  some  parishes  but  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
scavenging  of  the  whole  District  in  1947. 

Tents,  Vans,  etc. 

There  arc  11  of  these  in  the  District  and  there  is  a  tendency  to  increase  this 
class  of  dwelling.  They  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

PASTERN  DIVISION. 

Water  Supply. 

Nearly  the  whole  Eastern  Division  has  a  supply  of  water  from  the  borehole  at 
Mart on-cum-G-raf ton.  This  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  ..quantity,  An 
extension  of  the  supply  to  the  remaining  Parishes  is  very  necessary. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

The  condition  of  the  cowsheds  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory  but  a  number  leaves 
much  to  be  desired. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

An  extension  of  a  sewer  to  the  Green  Hamnerton  new  Housing  Estate  has  been  made. 

Further  extension  of  sewers  is  much  needed  in  this  division,

Public  C leansing. 

Complete  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  Borough  lor  idge  and  Roecliffe.  The  whole 
division  is  to  be  scavenged  in  1 947.
